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The  majority  of  the  District  was  provided  only  with 
public  and  private  hore  wells,  shallow  wells,  springs  ana  ram 
s’^-eplies , many  of  which  yield  water  of  unsatisfactory  quality 
ana  in  insufficient  and  variable  quantity.  In  many  Parishes 
householders  were  obliged  to  carry  water  considerable  distances 
to  their  homos  i mile  each  way  to  and  from  wells  and  other 
sources  being  by  no  means  uncommon,  and  such  water  was  even 
then  in  many  cases  polluted.  On  account  of  wells  drying  up, 
it  was  necessary  for  the  Council’s  Surveyor  to  transport  water 
to  Belchamp  Otten  Parish. 

395  inspections  were  made  regarding  water  supplies, 
and  improvements  which  resulted  from  informal  action  were:-

Waste  Matters. 

Of  the  39  parishes  in  the  Rural  District,  4 (Castle 
Hodingham,  Earls  Colne,  Sible  Hedingham,  Stopple  Bumps to  ad ) 
were  provided  with  public  sewers,  and  4 (Earls  Colne,  Great 
Yeldham,  Sible  Hedingham,  Steeple  Bumpstead)  with  public  sewage 
disposal  works.  No  new  sewers  or  sewage  disposal  Y/orks  were 
constructed  during  the  year,  but  three  major  repairs  to  sewers 
were  carried  out.  Drainage  from  properties  in  other  Parishes 
discharged  directly  into  sewer  ditches  and  other  ditches  or 
into  private  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  and  thence  into  ditches. 
The  large  numbers  of  polluted  and  foul  ditches  throughout 
the  District  gave  rise  to  serious  nuisances,  and  were  the 
cause  of  very  many  complaints.  It  is  essential  that  no  new 
drainage  works  be  permitted  to  discharge  directly  into  ditches 
md  thereby  aggravate  already  serious  nuisances.  A considerable 
proportion  or  houses  throughout  the  District  were  still  without  any 
means  of  drainage,  and  occupiers  were  obliged  to  dispose  of 
slop  water  and  night  soil  on  gardens,  allotments  etc.  which  was 
in  many  cases  unsatisfactory  due  to  restricted  space. 

During  the  year  37  drain  tests  were  made,  144  drain 
inspections,  12  sewer  inspections,  58  ditches  inspections,  and 
134  miscellaneous  visits  of  inspection  regarding  drainage. 
Following  informal  action  28  drains  were  reconstructed,  89  drains 
cleansed,  and  26  ditches  cleansed. 

Progress  was  made  on  the  preparation  of  the  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  schemes  for  the  Parishes  of  Castle  Hedingham 
and  Sible  Hedingham. 

Only  a very  small  proportion  of  properties  throughout  the 
District  was  provided  with  water  closets,  even  in  Parishes  where 
sewerage  and  piped  water  supply  Y/ere  available,  and  far  too  many 
of  the  existing  conservancy  closets  were  privies  with  insanitary 
pits  which  could  at  least  be  converted  into  mere  sanitary  earth 
closets  at  very  little  cost. 

Activities  for  securing  the  abolition  of  privies  and 
the  conversion  of  conservancy  closets  into  water  closets  were 
commenced  during  the  year,  and  the  Council  allocated  10%  of  its 
monthly  Building  Licensing  Ceiling  to  such  works.  57  privy 
conversions  were  carried  out  and  8 additional  closc-ts  provided 
following  informal  action,  and  many  more  were  done  voluntarily. 

Public  cleansing  continued  to  be  the  responsibility  of 
the  Council’s  surveyor.  The  Council  possessed  2 refuse  collecting 
vehicles  and  undertook  the  removal  of  house  refuse  at  fortnightly 
intervals  in  the  Parishes  of  Castle  Hedingham,  Earls  Colne,  Sible 
Hedingham  and  White  Colne,  and  contracted  for  the  removal  of 
nightsoil  in  the  Parish  of  Bures  Hamlet.  In  the  remaining 
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Parishes  the  Council  removed  tins  and  salvage  at  approximately 
^ monthly  intervals.  Refuse  and  tins  were  disposed  of  hy 
dumping  at  refuse  dumps  at  Bures  (also  used  for  nightsoil), 
Great  Yeldham,  Sihle  Hcdingham,  Steeple  Bumpstead,  and 
White  Colne.  There  was  a serious  lack  of  ashpits  or 
regulation  dustbins  throughout  the  District  even  in  Parishes 
where  public  scavenging  was  in  operation,  and  at  far  too 
many  properties  including  many  of  the  Council’s  own  houses, 
occupiers  deposited  refuse  in  nondescript  uncovered 
receptacles  which  overflowed  onto  the'  ground  and  attracted 
and  harboured  vermin  and  inspect  pests,  rats  and  flies. 

12  inspections  were  made  of  refuse  dumps,  and  29 
regarding  refuse  accumulations.  Informal  action  resulted 
in  the  removal  of  14  refuse  accummulat ions . 

Misc  ellaneuos . 

1184  inspections  were  made  regarding  miscellaneous 
nuisances,  18  smoke  observations  were  made,  31  inspections 
regarding  rats  and  mice  infestations,  and  5 disinfections 
were  carried  out  in  connection  with  infectious  diseases. 

The  13  premises  found  to  be  rat  infested  wore 
satisfactorily  disinfested,  and  a new  furnace  was 
constructed  at  one  factory  to  abate  a smoke  buisonce. 

90  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
and  chemical  examination,  38  of  which  were  found  to  be 
unwholesome.  Details  were; -

Temporary  prefabricated  houses. 

During  the  year  20  prefabricated  houses  of  the  Airoh  type  were 
erected  at  Christmas  Field,  Sible  Hedingham,  and  30  of  the 
same  type  at  Earls  Colne.  18  of  these  being  at  a site  in 
Park  Lane  and  12  at  another  site  in  Tey  Road. 

These  houses  to  a great  extent  satisfied  an  urgent  need 
for  families  pf  two  adults  with  or  without  one  or  two 
children.  In  spite  of  the  comparatively  high  rents  charged, 
they  are  greatly  appreciated  and  their  modern  fittings 
and  conveniences  will,  undoubtedly  raise  the  standard  of 
housing  desired  by  young  married  people  who  wish  to  reside 
in  the  District.  The  34  houses  erected  by  the  Council  during 
the  year  arc  of  a greatly  improved  type,  and  afford  living 
accommodation  fully  up  to  that  which  is  desirable  in  a rural 
district.  Some  of  these  houses  already  have  a supply  of 
electricity  from  the  mains.  Most  of  the  others  will  be 
connected  up  in  the  near  future.  The  piped  supply  of  water 
at  present  being  inaugurated  will  furnish  most  of  these 
houses  ultimately  with  a proper  water  supply  and  some  of  them 
will  ultimately  be  connected  with  the  new  sewage  disposal 
works • 

General  remarks  on  housing. 

. District  still  contains  a 1 ar g e 

number  of  houses  that  are  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  many 
of  them  are  seriously  deteriorating  and  unless  they  are 
extensively  repaired  or  re-conditioned  will  become  totally 
unfit  in  the  near  future.  There  are  at  the  present  time  100 
derelict  houses  in  the  District  'many  of  which  were  occupied 
about  10  years  ago.  The  ^ack  of  attention  and  repair  during 
the  war  years  resulted  in  some  of  them  being  vacated  and 
becoming  ruinous. 

The  shortage  of  building  materials  and 
labour  and  the  high  cost  of  repairs  in  relation  to  rents 
of  houses  feaakes  the  execution  of  essential  repairs  and 
improvements  uneconomic  and  causes  their  delay.

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The  Council  have  adopted  the  policy  of  letting  their 
new  houses  to  applicants,  especially  those  with  scvoral 
children,  who  are  living  under  insanitary  conditions,  and 
at  the  same  time  taking  the  necessary  action  to  ensure  that 
the  houses  occupied  hy  them  are  either  not  re-let  or  are 
made,,  in  all  respects,  suitable  for  habitation.  This  policy  ■ 
is  already  showing  good  results  and  with  the  number  of  houses 
being  built  and  to  be  built  in  the  future,  will  have  a beneficial 
effect  on  the  housing  standard  of  the  District. 

In  the  outlying  parishes  the  Council  Houses  already 
built  have  almost  satisfied  the  demand  of  the  most  urgent 
cases.  Now  the  District’s  chief  housing  problem  is  in  the 
more  industrial  parishes  of  Sible  Hedingham  and  Earls  Colne. 

In  these  two  parishes  before  building  any  permanent  houses, 
it  has  been  necessary  to  construct  new  roads.  The  construction 
of  these  roads  is  now  complete  and  therefore  the  erection 
of  the  new  houses  will  be  proceeded  with  forthwith. 


Th©  general  standard  of  houses  in  Earls  Colne  is 
better  than  in  other  parishes  but  at  Sible  Hedingham  there  are 
a number  of  houses  that  can  only  be  dealt'  with  by  demolition 
orders,  which  have  so  far  been  delayed  by  the  general  shortage 
of  housing  accommodation.

Duties  connected  with  the  supervision  of  food 
supplies  generally  were  restricted  by  pressure  of  other 
urgent  work  and  inadequate  staff.  On  the  whole,  conditions 
under  which  foods  were  prepared  and  stored  were  reasonably 
satisfactory,  though  many  premises  still  require  structural 
improvements  to  bring  them  up  to  present  day  standards.  No 
cases  of  unsound  food  being  exposed  for  sale  were  detected,  and 
it  was  not  necessary  to  make  any  siezures  of  unsound  food. 

Food  vendors  co-operated  very  satisfactorily  in  reporting 
suspected  unsound  food,  which  resulted  in  the  following 
commodities  being  voluntarily  surrendered; -

113  pig  carcases  and  9 sheep  carcases  were  examined  at 
slaughterhouses.  4 samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

36  samples  of  various  foods  were  taken  for  analysis  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938  by  officers  of  the  County 
Council  and  found  to  be  genuine. 

Milk  and  Dairies. 

The  premises  cf~  each  of  the  114  registered 
cowkeepers  and  purveyors  of  milk  (64  wholesale,  29  retail 
and  21  both)  were  inspected  during  the  year,  438  inspections 
being  made  in  all.  The  premises  of  the  6 registered  retail 
purveyors  of  milk  wereals-o  inspected.  There  were  4 retail 
purveyors  of  milk  with  premises  outside  the  District,  and 
approximately  1350niiLGih  cows  in  the  District. 

On  the  whole  the  general  cleanliness 
and  methods  pf  production  and  handling  of  milk  were 
satisfactory,  though  many  milk  producing  farms  were 
structurally  bad  and  there  was  a lack  of  satisfactory  milk 
cooling  and  washing  up  rooms. 

54  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and  4 only  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory.  219  samples  of  Special  Designated  milk 
and  29  samples  of  undesignated  milk  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  by  officers  of  the  County 
Council,  and  33  of  the  former  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

57  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  analysis  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1938  by  officers  of  the  County  Council, 
and  1 was  reported  upon  adversely. 

Resulting  from  informal  action  33  milk 
producing  farms  were  structurally  improved  and  7 cleansed. 

New  licences  were  granted  by  the  County 
Council  in  respect  of  9 milk  farms  for  the  production  of 
Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  making  a total  in  the  District  of 
30  producing  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  and  14  Accredited  milk, 
addition  new  licences  were  granted  by  the  District  Council 
in  respect  of  1 retail  purveyor  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk 
and  4 Pasteurised  milk,  making  a total  in  the  District  of 
2 retailing  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  and  4 Pasteurised  milk.

Tho  only  noteworthy  outbreak  of  infectious  disease 
was  that  of  the  few  cases  of  polio-myelitis  which  were  part 
of  the  pandemic  throughout  the  country ► 

Three  cases  were  notified  in  the  parish  of  Gosfield 
and  one  in  the  parish  of  Steeple  Bumps te ad. 

The  three  cases  at  Gosfield  afforded  some  useful 
information  regarding  the  nature  of  the  disease. 

The  first  case  was  that  of  a boy  who,  at  the  most 
probable  date  of  infection  had  attended  a function  outside 
the  District.  He  was  taken  ill  on  Monday  and  had  been  at 
School  on  the  previous  Friday.  On  that  day,  although  he  was 
quite  well  and  without  symptom  he  undoubtedly  infected  two 
other  boys  who  were  notified  later.  This  means  that  cases 
of  polio-myelitis  are  in  an  infectious  state  some  days  prior 
to  the  preliminary  symptoms.  These  symptom  s usually  consist 
of  severe  headache.  Investigations  in  the  parish  of  Gosfield 
showed  that  at  about  this  time  there  were  at  least  12  cases 
of  mild  illness  that  may  have  been  polio-myelitis  in  an 
abortive  form  but  which  could  not  be  diagonised  as  such. 

This  proved  fact  of  infection  prior  to  symptoms 
means  that  it  is  impossible  to  take  any  action  to  prevent  an 
outbreak.  The  number  of  mild  unrecognised  cases  undoubtedly 
far  exceeds  those  of  clinical  type.  Such  cases  cannot  be 
dealt  with  as  suspicious  and  certainly  cannot  be  sent  to 
Hospital  to  be  isolated  with  definite  cases.  It  is  also 
impossible  to  take  any  action  with  regard  to  contacts  as  the 
contacts  must  be  innumerable  and  untraceable  if  the  infectious 
state  is  some  days  before  the  onset  of  symptoms  that  can  be 
recognised.  Two  points  further  need  mention.  Cases  admitted 
to  Hospital  arc  in  far  greater  need  of  orthopaedic  treatment 
than  they  are  of  isolation.  The  infectious  stage  after  the 
onset  of  paralysis  is  most  probably  short  and  cases  should  not 
be  derived  of  orthopaedic  treatment  by  delay  in  Isolation 
Hospit  ala . 

Two  of  the  cases  were  severe  and  can  prove  the 
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danger  of  exertion-  during  the  preliminary  stage  of  headache. 
One  case  travelled  50  miles  ty  bus  during  this  stage.  In 
the  1938  outbreak  two  of  the  most  severe  cases  had  been 
driving  tractors  when  ill  and  it  seems  that  the  vibration 
of  a motor  vehicle  can  have  the  most  disastrous  effects 
on  the  reultant  paraysis  if  the  person  is  in  the  early 
stages  of  the  disease  when  subjected  to  it. 

It  cannot  be  stressed  too  often,  the  importance  of 
rest  during  the  early  stages  of  the  disease  before  the 
onset  of  paralysis. 

The  outbreak  during  the  year  once  again  showed  that 
the  extent  of  the  paraysis  was  proportionate  to  the  amount 
of  exercise  taken  at  this  stage.

Bach  of  the  71  factories  in  the  District  (58  with 
mechanical  power  and  13  without  mechanical  power)  was 
inspected  during  the  year,  and  105  inspections  were  made 
in  all.  A special  survey  was  also  made  of  all  factories 
to  which  the  provisions  apply  regarding  their  means  of 
escape  in  case  of  fire. 


3 cases  of  defects  were  referred  to  the  Council 
by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  and  43  cases  of  defects 
were  found  including  21  regarding  unsatisfactory  sanitary 
conveniences  and  5 regarding  lack  of  cleanliness.  3 
defects  regarding  sanitary  conveniences  were  remedied 
following  informal  action. 

Duties  under  the  Shops  Act,  1934  had  to  be  somewhat 
neglected  but  9 inspections  of  shops  were  made.
